Big Warship, Big President Which It Will Carry 


To Offer Big Job to Man Who Buiit the Big Canal 


The Legislature. 


The organization of the New'Hampshire-legislature next 


month, and the election of a governor:for two years, a United 
States senator for six years, together with the other State 
officers who are named eitherby the:legi'slature or by the gov- 
ernor and council, are practically,as.unsettled as they were the 
day after election. Numerous irefibailts have been held and, 
are still being held, but thus far these recounts do not seem to 
affect the political complexion of tlie legislature. The upper 
branch, thssenaie, appears to.have ten republicans and ten 
democrats who are entitled to seats-with four more 'seats tcf be 
filled by joint ballot of the house and senate. The house, ac- 
cording to the best figures obtainable, ,will assemble with a 
membership of 208 republicans and-197 democrats, classifying 
the members-elect according to the party tickets upon which 
they were nominated and elected.. It appears to be a fact, 
however, that seven or eight of the republican members are 
out-and-out progressives and cannot be depended upon to 
act with the old-line republicans iii organizing the state gov- 
ernment, to say nothing of som'e twenty more members, 
elected as republicans but now classed as rather doubtful. At 
least five of the, members elected as .democrats are alsp.reck- 
oned as progressives, and may not stand'firmly with their party 
organization. 
If these classifications are correct, the'legisla.- 


ture seems likely to be deadlocked on joint ballot, and the final 
organization of the state government a problem which no one 
can confidently predict at this time. At the conference of New 
Hampshire progressives held in Manchester last week, resolu- 
tions were adopted urging the progressive members of the 
legislature not to trade with either the republican or the demo- 
cratic party, but to vote independently and regardless of pre- 
vious party affiliations. 
It was given out at the progressive 


gathering last week that if the bull moose members of the 


- legislature stick together they can defeat the election of either 


Mr Worcester or Mr. Felker, and retain Governor Bass: in 
office two years longer as a hold-over, but it does not seem very 


- likely that this scheme can-be-carried out, for it is not at all 


likely that 200 republicans andi nearly 200 democrats .will long 
consent to be held up by the little bunch of progressives.—Lar 
conia Democrat. -

The only serious accident on the main line of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, thus 


far this year between Boston and New York, was at Westport, October 3rd, when the engineer, with five 


years of clear record behind him, from some forever unknown cause, passed seven signals and warnings and 


took a No. 10 cross-over at 50 miles an hour where his speed regulation called for 15. He lost his life and 


the lives of six others. Had the crossover been a No. 2Q, the regulation for which is 25 miles an hour, the re- 


suit would have been the same.

But there may be some violation of rules and regulations in the future, when, with a somewhat less 


speed, a No. 20 cross-over, which is 50 per cent, longer than a No. 10, may save a train from disaster; and 


No. 20 cross-overs have been ordered installed for all express service as soon as the weather will permit. 


Meanwhile the Public Utilities Commission of Connecticut has ordered that all express trains come 


to a full stop at crossovers before the switch is changed for the detour of the train. 


This order is being strictly complied with and lengthens the running time between New York and 


Boston by twelve minutes, some of which can be made up in clear sections of the track. 
. . . . . . . . . . . 


But as SAFETY MUST BE THE FIRST CONSIDERATION; the officials of the road are now figur- 


ing to what extent there should be a readjustment of the time schedule temporarily for the winter traffic. 


'. The New York and Chicago expresses have lengthened their time for the winter by two hours and a 


corresponding lengthening of our five-hour trains would mean a winter time of five hours and a half for 


our present five hour trains. This is quite unnecesskr.y in view of the fact that the New Haven roadbed and 


rails are unsurpassed for solidity of construction by any railroad in the United States; and if it is finally de- 


termined that with these stops at cross-overs there imut be a lengthening of time schedules it will not be more 


than fifteen minutes for the five hour expresses and in such proportion as may be found necessary for other
